president of the Carnegie Foundation 
for tho Advancement of Teaching, de 
clared today at the N*c\v York univer- 
sity commencement exercises.

of a college course." 


Mr. FTitchett declared that many of

another but the' fleet wailed in valti 
for a real fight. In numerous Indlvld- 
»-:il encounters the navy clearly demon- 
strated its heroic spirit, but was force<l 
to wait month after month for a gen- 
eral battle, 


"Repeated efforts were made to bring 


the enr;n-,y out but they proved fruit- 
less unlil the day finally came last 
week when the gisantic fleet of Albton, 
ruler of the seas since Trafalgar was 
fought 100 years agro. appeared in the 
open, surrounded

nimbus. In 


stnnlly our fleet engaged this superior 
Frtltsh armada, xvilh what result? The 
Enclish fleet was beaten. The first 
blow was dealt the English fleet whoso 
tyrannical supremacy was shattered. 


"The news electrified the world and 


caused unprecedented Jubilation every- 
where that German hearts beat. Your 
st.-ccess In the North sea fiKht means 
that you have added a new chapter to 
the history of the world. God Almighty 
steeled your arm and gave you clear 
eyes to accomplish this. 


"I. standing here -today as your su- 


preme war lord, thank you from tho 
Ijoltom of my heart.

tative of the fatherland, I thank you. 
and In the name of my army I bring 
you its greetings because you have 
done your duly unselfnshly and ably 
with the one thought that the enemy 
must be beaten.

William M. Black, chief of engineers, 
improvements in the MerrSmack riv- 
er from Lowell to the sea, which cost 
more than $7.000,000. The approval ct 
the chief of engineers Is expected in 
the near, future. 


The board's decision for these ex- 


tensive.' improvements in 
the 
Merri- 


Kiack is of great significance to Low- 
ell and all the other river cities. It 
comes as the result of a recent hear- 
ing held in Washington at which ar- 
.guments favorable to the- project were 
presented to the hoard by the Lowell 
board of trade, the Merrimack valley 
waterway board and other commercial 
organizations of the section. The pro- 
posal has also had '.he active support 
of both Congressman Rogers of Low- 
ell.and Congressman Gardner. 


In brief, the recommendations of the 


board are: 
"That the improvement of the Mer- 


rimack river up to Lowell appears ad- 
vieable; in accordance with plans of 
the district officer, up to Haverhill. and 
of the plans of the state, from Haver- 
hill to Lowell, tho total cost being es- 
.tlmated at $7,076,000. The cost will be

The Federal Board Recommends 


$7,000,000 for Improvements 
From Lowell to the Sea 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The board 


of engineers for rivers and harbors 
yesterday recommended to Brisr.-Gen. 
\VilHam M. Black, chief of engineers, 
improvements in the Merrimack riv- 
er from Lowell to the sea, which cost 
more than $7.000,000. The approval of 
the chief 6t engineers is expected in 
the hear future. 


The board's decision for these ex- 


tensive improvements in 
the 
Merrl- 


mack Is of great significance to Low- 
ell and all the other river cities. 
It 


cornea as the result of a. recent hear- 
ing held In Washington at which ar- 
guments favorable to the project were 
presented to the board by .the Lowell 
board of trade, the Merrimack valley 
waterway board and other commercial 
organizations of the section. The pro- 
posal has also had the active support 
of both Congressman Rogers of Low- 
ell and Congressman Gardner. • 


In" brief, the recommendations of the 


board are: 


"That the improvement of the Mer- 


rimack river tip to Ixiwell appears ad- 
visable; fn accordance with plans of 
the district officer, up to Haverhill, and 
of the plans of the state, from Haver- 
hill to Lowell, tho total cost being es- 
timated at $7.076,000. Tho cost will be 
apportioned on the basis of the United 
States paying half the cost of first 
constructions and assuming tho cost of 
subsequent maintenance and operation, 
arid the etato or other local Interests
